The  spirits  of  the  Willow  Trees  are  dancing  in  the  moonlight  when 
they  are  interrupted  by  the  villagers  returning  from  the  temple.  All 
the  spirits  disappear,  save  one  who,  more  curious  than  the  rest,  hides 
behind  a tree  and  watches.  She  is  seen  by  the  Woodsman  of  the  vil- 
lage, who  seizes  her,  loves  her  and  kisses  her,  thus  making  her  a mortal. 

Six  years  later  the  Woodsman  and  his  Willow  Wife  are  living 
happily  with  their  little  son.  As  the  family  are  at  the  evening  meal, 
the  Wise-man  of  the  village  appears  and  tells  the  Woodsman  that  the 
Willow  Trees  are  haunted  and  must  be  cut  down.  Despite  the 
wife’s  protest,  the  Woodsman  departs  to  do  as  the  Wise-man  wishes.
